Congressman Dowell said the most 
cheering message he got on the Marne 
front was from a boy who came from 
his home town, Des Moines. The sol- 
dier lay on a cot wounded and had 
Just been brought in from the fight- 
He said, smilingly, to the 
congressman: ‘“Tell the folks at home 
that we may not all come back, but 
that we are winning the war.”

SUGAR AND BEES. 

With the country undergoing a near 
sugar famine and with no prospect of imme- 
diate relief, the department of agriculture 
has called attention anew to a source of 
sugar supply which is being lamentably neg- 
lected throughout the whole nation, and es- 
pecially in the south: The beehive. 

Especially in the south, because condi- 
tions in this section—long summers and 
short,/ mild winters; abundance of wild 
flowers and general adaptability of this re- 
gion to the cultivation of domestic bee- 
foods—are more favorable to apiculture 
than are to be found in combination in any 
other part of the United States. 

The honey crop of the United States, 
according to E. F. Phillips, apiculturist of 
the bureau of entomology, department of 
agriculture, rarely gets above 250,000,000 
pounds a year, whereas, he says, it ought to 
be ten times as great. ' | 

Mr. Phillips points out—needlessly, how- 
ever—that an abundant production of honey 
would relieve the sugar situation to a very

There is much more to apiculture, of 
course, than the mere setting up of a hive 
of bees “in business” and bidding the little 
busybodies “go to it.” It is, in the lan- 
guage of Mr. Phillips, “essentially an indus- 
try which requires studious care,” and if 
successful. it must be thoughtfully and in- 
terestedly pursued, even on the smallest 
scale. 

However, it is not a difficult art—though 
an art it is, to a large extent—and is easily 
mastered by one who devotes pains, care 
and study to it, and it suggests a pleasur- 
able, a profitable, and just now a war- 
serviceable, means.of occupation or pastime 
to the men and women of the south who 
might chooge to, make a business of it, as 
well as to the men and women of the cities 
who would like something interesting to 
devote spare moments to outside of their 
regular hours of employment. 


AN IMPERATIVE MEASURE.

Governor Dorsey, ex-officio chairman of 
the Georgia Council of Defense, said in his 
special message to the legislature a few 
days ago— 

“The main duty of the Georgia Coun- 
cil of , omer is to act as a clearing 
house for the various war activities of 
the state. In order to do.this work ef- 
fectively, an appropriation sufficient to 
maintain an office with an executive sec- 
eretary who can devote his entire time 
to the work and who is strong enough to 
have réal influenc@ in war work is nec- 
essary.” 

The governor believed that “such a secre- 
tary can be found who will serve without 
compensation, provided efficient clerks and 
stenographers are furnished him.” 

But a great, rich, patriotic state like 
Georgia should not ask a competent many, to 
volunteer his services in such a capacity as 
this, nor should it entrust such vitally im- 
portant work to volunteer or “dollar-a-year” 
employees. 

Pending in the legislature is a bill carry- 
ing an adequate appropriation for the carry- 
ing out of the purposes of the State Council 
of Defense during the ensuing year; and by 
all means it should be enacted. It is a war 
measure, purely and simply, and, as such, it 
should have precedence over legislation— 
however important—that is not related to 
the war and war emergencies, and_ that, 
therefore, can be deferred, if necessary, until 
the country is at peace. 

And, as Governor Dorsey further said, 
“Georgia should not be content to remain at 
the bottom in this patriotic service.”

General Appropriations 
To University and Colleges. 

The general appropriation bill carries the 
following: 

For the State University at Athens, for 
support and maintenance, $65,000, to be ex- 
pended under the direction of’ the board of 
trustees. 

For the maintenance of State College of 
Agriculture at Athens, including & course 
for a degree in veterinary medicine, $90,000. 

For the State College of Agriculture, to 
meet the requirements of the Smith-Lever 
bill, $88,107.14. 2 

For the State College of Agriculture, for 
extension work now in progress and which 
is conducted in co-operation with the United 
States department of agriculture, the sum of 
$40,000. 

For the State College of Agriculture, to 
be used annually for holding figid meetings 
and farmers’ institutes, the sum of $2,500. 

For the maintenance of the South Geor- 
gia Normal college, the sum of $30,000, 

For the maintenance of the summer school 
at Athens for white teachers of the state, 
as provided by the act of December 22, 1898, 
the sum of $7,500.

Cotton Farmers Urged

After conferring with numbers of farm-

The farmers of the south are better able 
to market gradually than they have ever 
been before, and if this gradual marketing 
is done this year’s cotton crop is going to 
bring the financial returns to the farmers 
that it should. 

It is the opinion of leading farmers that 
meetings should be held ai the county site 
of every cotton-producing county in, this 
state. I am confident that speakers who 
understand the plan as adopted by the cot- 
ton states official advisory marketing board, 
can be had to explain the needs and opera- 
tion of this plan. This will bring about 
a more concentrated effort among the farm- 
ers.

INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE. 
X. Laundry Werkers. 

Every woman who hires her washing 
done should read “The Long Day,” which is 
“The True Story of a New York Working 
Girl as Told by Herself.” — 

Soiled garments are bad enough for 

laundry workers to handle; any patron who 
sends to the laundry or laundress clothing 
contaminated with infection should be prose- 
cuted as a nuisance and a menace to public 
health. This includes handkerchiefs used by 
persons ill with coryza, sore throat or any- 
thing resembling a “cold.” It also includes 
all washable articles used by one with 
abscess, boils, carbuncles, or any other puru- 
lent condition in which the germs of sep~ 
ticemia (blood poisoning) are known to 
occur. 
In the summertime. laundry workers are 
exposed to extreme heat and humidity. Dry 
heat is more _endurable, less depressing, less 
exhausting to the organism tham moist heat, 
A temperature of 100 degrees M and ovet is 
not uncommon in laundries in summer. 
Everybody knows how trying a tempera- 
ture of even 90 degrees F. is in the open 
air, which is comparatively low in humidity. 
Laundries equipped with exhaust fans to 
carry off the watery vapor from the drying 
chambers, or with very high studded rooms 
for better ventilation, are preferable places 
to work. Revolving overhead fans are in- 
dispensable for healthful ventilation in «a4 
laundry. 

Fortunately for laundry workers, soap and 
washing powders are about the most effec- 
tive germicides that can be used. For this 
reason there is little danger of infection 
from soiled clothing, except to those who 
handle the clothing or sort it before it goes 
into the washing machines. Washerwomen 
have contracted typhoid fever through han- 
dling infected bed and body linen, sometimes 
in cases which had not been so diagnosed. 

Varicose veins and leg ulcers resulting 
therefrom, as well as pronated, weak or flat 
feet (“rheumatism,” as the victims generally 
call it) are frequent in laundry workers whe 
have to stand long hours on the feet. The 
girls and women so employed should wear 
the céstume now worn by girl munition 
workers, and lie down and elevate the legs 
a moment or two every howr. This sounds 
foolish, to a fishwife, but it prevents much 
disability from the causes just mentioned 
and other conditions due to fatigue. 

Women doing the ironing and hand wash- 
ing often suffer with synovitis (tendon 
sheathe inflammation) of muscles of the 
outer and back part of the forearm and 
thumb, or about thé shbulder joint, from the 
constant strain of these muscles—and they 
generally call it “rheumatism,” too, and- 
imagine the dampness of the laundry is a 
cause, which it is not. The remedy is rest 
or change of work.

NEIL PRIMARY REPEAL 
TABLED IN THE SENATE 


‘Measure Is Tabled Until More 


Members Are Present to 
Vote on the Bill. 


The greater part of Thursday's ses- 
sion of tha senate was taken up by) 
a heated debate on the Dill by Sena- 
tor Skelton, of the 31st, which would 
repeal the Neil primary system and 
substitute a state-wide primary sys- 
tem. At the conclusion of the argu- 
ment the “ayes” and “nays” were taken 
on the question of agreeing to the re- 
port of the committee favorable to the 
passage of the bill and the supporters 
of the measure were found to be 19 
against 14 opponents. Therefore, since 
the bill lacked four votes, the majority 
needed to carry it, Senator Wohlwen- 
der’s motion to table it was carried 
by the friends of the measure. 

Those speaking for the measure were 
Senators Skelton, Brown, Davidson and 
Ficklen, while the negative was cham- 
pioned by Senators Elders and Bynum. 
Friends of the bill are confident that 
they will be able to pass the measure 
when more members are present. 

In opening the fight, Senator Skel- 
ton said that “tn a democracy where 
the voter meets his obligations he 


should have the right to vote his con- 
victions and that vote should count 
for him.” 


Scores Present System. 

Scoring the present county unit sys- 
tem he declared it to be “undemo- 
cratic and unfair.” Explaining the pro- 
visions he stated that by the proposed 
system the governor and United States 
senators would be nominated by a ma-~ 
jority of all the votes cast and con- 
gressmen and other statehouse officials 
by a plurality vote. - He stated that a 
referendum for the November election 
was planned and that the bill woula 
therefore have no effect on the coming 
senatorial election is passed. 

Senator Elders then took the floor to 
attack the repeal. He declared that 
the Neil system had never been. tried. 
and should be given a chance before it 
was repealed. Continuing, he said that 
those who favored the bill were afraia 
to let it go into effect in the coming 
election, 

Speaking of the coming election the 
senator declared: ‘I pray for Hara- 
wick’s defeat,, and do not wish to be 
thought of as favoring him in any 
way.” 

He declared that the bill is favor- 
able to the small country counties, and 
that if it were repealed “the city coun- 
ties will sweep everything and the 
country counties will not have a ggost 
of a showing in any elections.” 


Scores Elders’ Position. 


Senator Davidson scored Mr. Elders’ 
attack on the city counties and declared 
that the city man should have the same 
voting right as his country neighbor. 
He showed that -by the Neil system 
nearly two-thirds of the voters of the 
state were disfranchised. 

A bill by Senator Bynum to prevent 
the judge of any court of Georgia from 
expressing his approval or disapproval 
of any verdict of the jury in open 
court was taken up and met with stiff 
opposition, especially on_the part of 
Senator Carswell. The bill was tabied.

Conference Committees 
‘From House and- Senate 
Agree on “Work or Fight” 
“and Absent Voters” Bills. 


‘The conference committees of the 
senate and house on the absent vot- 
ers and “work or fight” bills came 
up to an agreement Thursday after- 
noon. 

The committee on the “work oP 
fight” bill straightened out the three 
points of contention. The ‘first point 
as to whether the age limit should be 
18 to 50, as provided by the senate, 
or 16 to 55, as amended by the house, 
was settled by the committee adopting 
the view of the house, 16 to 55. The 
amendment of the house to eliminate 
women from the provisions was also 
adopted. 

The conflict as to whether the Dill 
should apply to men having temporary 


strikes was decided by the adoption of 
the following provision: 

“Be it further enacted that the pro- 
visions of this act shall not apply to 
persons temporarily unemployed by 
reason of differences with their em- 
ployers. In cases of strikes or lock- 
outs the governor shall immediately 
appoint a board of inquiry consisting 
of one representative of labor and one 
representative of the employers, and 
these two shall select a third repre- 
sentative. If no selection of the third 
is made within 24 hours the chief jus- 
tice ,shall appoint the third member. 
This board shall immediately inquire 
into all the facts in the case and make 
a report to the governor. The gov- 
ernor shall then determine whether the 
facts warrant the continued idleness 
of the employees and shall adjust a 
reasonable time which shall be allowed 
for the adjustment of differences.” 

The second conference committee on 
the absent voters’ bill came to an agree- 
ment. The first point as to whether 
the bill should be removed from the 
statute books at the end of the war 
or remain as a permanent measure 
was decided by agreeing that the law 


would become dead one year after the) 


treaty of peace was signed. The other 
point as to whether it should apply to 
men in the sérvice only or to all reg- 
istered men absent from the polls was 
decided by agreeing that only men in 
the service would be affected by the 
provisions. 


BATTLE OVER 50 CENTS. 


One Negro Is Dead and His 
Opponent Is in Grady.

After the two negroes got into a 
quarrel over a 50-cent piece Williams | 
went home and secured his gun and 
came back with the intention of kill- 


ing Durham. He fired four times, two 
shots taking effect, one in the heart 
and one in the arm. Durhani died in 
the police jitmey on the way to the

ASKED BY GUVERNMENT 


Every Effort Is Being Made to 
Clean Up Eating and 
Drinking Places. 


In an effort to make the eating and 
drinking places of Atlanta observe the 
rules of sanitation laid down by the 
government health authorities, Dr. Per- 
cy Ahrons, chief inspector for the Unit- 
ed States public health service, is call- 
ing upon the public to aid the federal 
authorities in the fight his department 
is making in this city against dirt and 
disease. 

The moral support of the genera! 
public is asked for, and is considered 
indispensable to the complete success 
of the movement the government is 
making to give the city a cleaning up 
that will make eating and drinking in 
Atianta absolutely safe for the soldiers 
and the people. 

While the power rests with the pub- 
lic health service of the United States 


_jto declare a quarantine against the 


city in case of emergency, or in case 
a disposition is shown to refuse co- 
operation by the restauranta and drink- 
ing places, the federal authorities pre- 
fer to use methods of persuasion end 
education, and every effort is being 
made by inspection and detailed in- 
structions to bring the eating places 
and soda fountains up to a standard 
of cleanliness that will make them safe. 

The requirements of the government 
health guthorities are very strict, but 
great latitude and patience are wered 
in trying to induce those who are de- 
ren ig to bring about better condi- 
tions. 

Dr. Ahrons, aa chief inspector for the 
government, issues a card, or certifi- 
cate, showing that such places as dis- 
play them have met all requirements, 
and he asks that the public observe 
these cards, and give.the necessary 
moral support to the health authori- 
ties by patronizing those places which 
are certified asa fit for the patronage of 
soldiers.

This is a 
very heavy deterioration and the figures 
were lower than the trade had expected. 
Of course the drought condition west of 
the river is responsible for most of this 
decline, but to the surprise of the trade 
sharp deterioration as shown in Mississippi 
and Alabama.

New York, August. 1.—All private 
ideas as to the condition of the cotton 
crop were shattered today when the 
government report issued its condition 
figures of 73.6 at 11 o’clock. It was 
so far below any view previously held 
by the trade that the market imme- 
diately began a sensational advance 
which continued until prices were 94 
to 97 points above the previous close 
and about 110 points or $5.50 a bale 
above the lowest level prevailing 
around the opening. 

The latter was 2 to 13 points net 
lo because of poor Liverpool cables 
and further light rains in Texas and 
in the subsequent hour the market was 
very irregular within a narrow range. 
The advance caused by the report was 
Sustained most of the afternoon, al- 
though a little realizing in the last 
hour caused reactions, the close being 
Steady at 63 to 81’ points net advance. 

As an evidence of how great a sur- 
prise the report was to the trade, the 


average of private estimates was 76.9 
or 3.3 points above the official figures, 
while the lowest private estimate is- 
sued during the month was 75, or 1.4 
points above the government. 

The decline of 23 points reported in 
Texas was at least 4 points worse than 
the most bullish private report which 
had been published. The decline of 
12.2 points in the general condition rep- 
resented the greatest drop for any sim- 
ilar period on record. A crop of .13,- 
619,000 bales was indicated, compared 
with 15,325,000 the previous month. 
Buying, which followed the report, was 
very general, including Wall street, 
Liverpool, the south and Japanese in- 
terests, but less purchases for the trade 
than had been expected. 

No relief for the southwest was in- 
dicated in today’s forecast, while 
showers were again predicted for the 
eastern belt. As a result of the report, 
it was expected that farmers, already 
quite independent, would hold their. cot- 
ton still more firmly as arrangements 
under way seem likely to provide ade- 
quate financial facilities for handling 
whatever carry-over there may be. 


WILD TRADING PREVAILED 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON. 


New Orleans, August 1.—The cotton 
crop condition figures of 73.6 per cent 
of normal on July 25 caused wild trad- 
ing in the cotton market today and a 
bulge of about a cent and a quarter 
& pound. The trade was expecting a 
percentage of from 77 to 80. The ef- 
fect of the figures was intensified by 
the estimate of the yield, which accom- 
panied them ‘of 13,619,000 bales, as 
against the indicated yield a month 
ago Of 15,325,000. 

In the early trading) feeling was 
bearish and moderate declines ware 
scored, the market at its lowest stand- 
ing 21 to 25 points under the close of 
yesterday. At 10 o’clock, the time of 
the bureau report, the market was at 
about its lowest. Immediately ‘the 
figures were read out to the contract 
ring there was a rush to buy, shorts 
being covered in great volume while 
fresh long buying of importance was 
felt. Buyers found little for sale and 
the market mounted swiftly ten points 
at atime. In a few minutes the most 
active months were a little over 100 
points up from the low levels. 

After the first flurry of buying the 
market became quieter and for a while 
was inclined to react slightly under 
profit-taking on long contracts. In 
the afternoon new firmness was dis- 
Played and new high levels reached, 
with the active months 119 to 131 points 
up from the lowest and 94 to 103 points 
over yesterday's close. Last prices 
showed net gains of 74 to 84 points.

STOCKS RESUME 
LETHARGIC COURSE 


The Leaders Fluctuate Idly 
While Specialties Display 
General Heaviness — Steel 
Is Still. Unresponsive. . 


New York, August 1.—Lacking guid- 
ance or impulse from any responsible 
quarter, today’s stock market resumed 
its lethargic and inconclusive course, 
leaders fluctuating idly within 1 to 2 
points limits, while specialties displayed 
general heaviness. 

Prices opened with ah uncertain 
trend, but the list immediately became 
reactionary on moderate selling of rails. 
Offerings of that group were ascribed 
to disappointment at the failure of the 
federal authorities to consummate con- 
tracts covering rental, etc. 


Such issues as Union Pacific, Cana- 
dian Pacific, meneing, Baltimore and 
Ohio, Notfolk and estern, Wabash 
preferred, “A” and “B” and Missouri Pa- 
cific preferred fell back 1 to almost 2 
points. 

United States Steel remained unre- 
sponsive to the remarkable quarterly 
finartcial statement, making a gross re- 


closing at a loss of a substantial frac- 
tion on its usual large turnover. 

Shippings, motors, oils and an odd 
assortment of unclassified shares re- 
acted 1 to 3;points, and tobaccos re- 
flected the absence of professional in- 
terest, although Sumatra made a net 
gain of 1% points. 

The day’s most noteworthy devel 
ment was a sudden decline during the 
afternoon in rates for call money from 
6 to 4 per cent on offerings of large 
amounts by a prominent financial in- 
stitution. The break was without in- 
fluence in time funds, rates holding 
firm. 

Domestic bonds, including Liberty 
bonds, were irregular, but the interna- 
tional group, notably Anglo-French 5s 
and Paris 6s, gained large fractions. 
Total sales, par value, aggregated $65,- 
225,000. Old United States bonds were 
unchanged on call.

CONDITION REPORT | 
ON JULY BUSINESS 


Cotton and Corn Crops Both 
Need Rain—The Crops as 
a Whole Show Remarkably 
Good Condition. 


Crop Is Placed at 13,619,000 


Bales. 


Washington, August 1.—Drought 
played havoc with the growing cotton 
crop during July, damaging the plant 
to such an extent that the department 
of agriculture’s August forecast of 
production, issued today, showed a re- 
duction of 1,706,000 bales from the 
estimate made a month ago. The 
monetary loss is conservatively esti- 
mated at approximately $250,000, 000. 

This year’s crop, as estimated from

For the past thirty days there has 
been a great scarcity of moisture 
throughout the district; and a careful 
examination and analysis of reports 
received indicate that while cotton 
and corn have withstood the drought 
fairly well, that unless general rains 
prevail in a short time both crops 
will be. considerably damaged. The 
| nights have been cool and the days 
warm and windy—making most un- 
favorable cotton weather. In general, 
the cotton crop is in a healthy condi- 


tion, the bolls appear to be develop- 
ing normally and the plants, though 
small, are fruiting well. ‘The boll 
weevil reported in many sections early 
in the season does not seem to have 
done any material damage, due to the 
hot dry weather. Barring probable 
damage from these pests, the cotton 
crop will be the largest in several 
years, 

Corn has suffered in many sections. 
However, considerable of the crop was 
not put in until April and May, and 
these plantings are still in condition 
to give good yields. For the state of 
Mississippi the condition on July 1 
averaged 86 per cent of normal, indi- | 
cating a production of 77,572,000 bush- 
els, compared with 84,050,000 for 1917 
and a five-year average of 58,633,000. 
Tennessee showed 90 per cent condi- 
tion compared with 89 per cent last 
year, and average condition of 87 per 
cent, or 99,297,000 bushels compared 
With 111,150,000 in 1917, the acreage 
being slightly reduced. Florida shows 
about 10 per cent increase over last 
year, with indicated production of 
15,536,000 compared with 13,875,000 in 
1917. In Alabama the estimated acre- 
age planted in corn ig 4,680,000 com- 
pared with 4,825,000 last year, and an 
average condition of 88 per cent as 
compared with 78 per cent in 1917. 
Georgia upland corn has suffered con- 
siderably, but lowland crops are good 
to excellent and are earing well, The 
crop has been laid by except in the 
north. louisiana corn has deterio- 
rated decidedly as a result of the 
drought, some sections reporting the 
emtire crop as being lost. 

Tobacco crops of Florida show an 
increase of about 50°per cent in acre- 
age and is in unusually fine condition, 
indicating a yield of approximately 
5,000,000 pounds. In Tennessee tobacco 
is late and growing slowly, but is 
generally healthy. 

Fruits are in good conditions, truck 
crops and vegetables fair; white pota- 
toes good and sweet potatoes doing 
well. The peanut crop looks fine and 
sugar cane crops of Louisiana and 
Florida are good to excellent. All 
crops are badly in need of soaking 
rains. 

Winter wheat is mostly threshed, 
with average results. It is about time 
for pitching the fall crops, but owing 
to continued scarcity of labor these 
are not expected to be normal. 

Citrus Fruits: ‘The crop last year 
amounted to 13,000 carloads, or about 
5,000,000 boxes of oranges and grape- 
fruit. It is estimated there wil] be 
an increase of about 50 per cent this 
year. Notwithstanding the increase, 
it is expected higher prices will pre- 
vail, owing to lack of transportation 
facilities, uncertainty of labor ana 
cost of materials. 

e apertens of farm labor has been 
growing instead of diminishing, but 
the farmers have made supreme ef- 
fort to meet the demand for increased 
production. The cultivation of in- 
creased acreage is being accomplished 
by longer hours, intensive farming, 
less holidays, iess interest in the usual 
summer political activities, and a re- 
turn to the fields. The shortage will 
no doubt be more seriously felt at 
harvest time. 

Receipts of turpentine at Savannah, 
Pensacola and Jacksonville from April 
i to July 1 were 64 per cent short com- 
pared with the same period last year; 
while receipts of rosin showed a short- 
age of 45 per cent for the same time. 
This shortage resulted in a sharp ad- 
vance in the prices of both rosin and 
turpentine. bor is short and de- 
mand high wages and the cost of pro- 
duction greatly increased. Practically 
no new naval stores were opened this 
season, and a shortage of 40 per cent 
\in_ production is looked for. 

Recent advance in the prices granted 
by the government to the manufactur- 
ers of lumber put them in a position 
whereby they should get reasonable 

rices for their stumpage and be able 

o make a profit. ntil the advance 
of June 15, the lumber manufacturers 
were experiencing considerable diffi- 
culty, because the price of government 
material had been made about sient 
months prior, whereas prices of labor 
and materials had been steadily ad- 
vancing since that time. The cut is 
mot over 75 per cent of the cut in 
normal times, due primarily to the 
scarcity of labor.

Banks are endeavoring 
to aid the government in the curtail- 
ment of non-essentials, and in this 
work the capital issues committee for 
the district are meeting with success 
in discouraging expenditures. Bank 
clearings show satisfactory increase 
and are stil) above normal at this 
season of the year; and banks are in 
a healthy condition. 

Trade conditions throughout the dis- 
trict are excellent, and the demand in 
most lines continue to exceed the sup- 
ply. Collections are reported good,

at 13,619,000, equivalent 500-pound 
bales, which would be slightly larger 
than the average crop of the five 
years, 1912-16, and about 2,300,000 
bales larger’than last year’s crop. 

A crop of that size at present prices 
would be worth ‘more than $2,000, 000,- 
000. 

The crop in Louisiana also suffered 
greatly from drouth, the condition 
showing a decline of 22 points in the 
month, while in Texas the decline was 
23 points. In Oklahoma there was a 
decline of 15 points and in Arkansas 
14 points. The average decline from 
June 25 to July 26 in these states is 
from 1 to 3 points. 

For the entire cotton belt the decline 
in the condition of the crop was 132.2 
per cent, compared with an average de- 
cline of 2.8 per cent. 

Other Cotton. 

The department of agriculture also 

anounced that the area planted to sea 
island and Egyptian cotton is about 
356,000 acres, of which 276,000 acres 
[are sea island and 80,000 Egyptian. 
This compares with 352,000 in 1917. 
There is a heavy decrease in the acre- 
age in the older sea island sections in 
Georgia and Florida, where the boll 
weevil is very active, and a correspond- 
ing increase in the Egyptian acreage 
in Arizona and California. The pro- 
duction is forecast (July 25) at 110,000 
running bales, of which 66,000 bales 
are sea island and 45,000 bales Egyp- 
tian as against a total production of 
106,000 running bales in 1917.

today. This total is more than 1,000,- 
000 bales less than those of the two 
preceding seasons. A year ago the 
crop was placed at 12,940,934 bales and 
the preceding year 12,938,256. War 
conditions and inability to move the 
staple were regarded as the principal 
reasons for the decrease. 

The consumption of cotton in the 
south, Mr. Hester places at 4,303,743 
bales as compared with 4,357,685 last 
year, and 4,046,555 the year before. In 
this market the consumption total is 
regarded as large in view of the labor 
troubles with which mills in the south 


have had to contend.

Comzission to Protect 
Territorial Rights of 
All the Minor Leagues

Cincinnati, August 1—The national 
baseball commission today issued a no- 
tice to major league clubs defining the 


territorial and player rights of the 


clubs of a league which, because of 
war conditions, is unable to complete 
its championship season. The notice 
says in part: 

“Territorial rights of minor leagues 
which have suspended, or may sus- 
pend, will be protected during the pe- 
riod of the war-and no national agree- 
ment clubs will in the meantime be 
permitted to play in a city of that cir- 
cuit, without the consent of the local 
club, or the executive of its league. 

“The reversionary rights of such 
clubs to their pjayers will be respected 
until March 1, 1919, provided contracts 
for next season are tendered them by 
that date. Unless disposed of prior 
to the retirement of such leagues to 
other national agreement clubs, play- 
ers will be permitted to place them- 
selves for the rest of this season.”

“OF SPEGIAL TAXES 


| Tobacce, Brokers, Amuse- 
‘ments and Capitalization 
of Corporations Affected. 
-~New Tax on Mail Order 
Houses. . 


Washington, August 1.—Doubling of 
the present special taxes on manufac- 
turers of tobacco, cigars and cigar- 
ettes and increased taxation of brokers, 
theaters and other amusements, bil- 
liard and pool parlors, bowling alleys 
and capitalization of corporations were 
agreed on by the house ways and means 
committee today in framing the $8,- 
000,000,000. A new tax of 1 ber cent on 
sale of mail order houses doing more 
than $100,000 annudl business was 
adopted. Pullman seats and berths and 
passenger rates will be subject to a 
-uniform tax of 8 per cent. Stamp taxes 
were undisturbed. 

Chairman Kitchin, after the commit- 
tee adjourned, summarized the situa- 
tion as follows: 

Situation Summarized. 

"We have put a tax of 1 per cent on 
retail sales of mail order houses that 
have above $100,000 annual business. 
We have increased the special taxes. 
Brokers now under a special tax of $30 
will pay an annual tax of $100, and if 
they are members of a stock exchange 
or board of trade engaged in buying 
and selling, will pay $250 annually. 
We have increased the tax on pawn- 
brokers from $50 to $100; ship brokers 
from $20 to $50; customshouse brokers 
from $10 to $59. 

“Theaters, including moving picture 
shows, museums, and_ concert halls 
having a seating capacity of not over 


250 people will pay an annual tax in- 
creased from $25 to $50, seating ca- 
pacity between 250 and 500, increased

This was at the re- 
quest of the director general of rail- 
roads, who wanted the taxes on them 


made the same to simplify the mile- 
age coupons about to be issued. We 
imposed a tax. of 10 per cent on the 
sales of yachts. 

“We considered the stamp taxes in 
the present law and they will remain 
as at present.” ' 

Mr. Kitchin announced that under 
the action of the committee so far the 
excise taxes would produce about $1,- 
000,000,000, which includes beer, whis- 
ky, automobiles, soft drinks, gasoline 
and similar taxable subjects. This is 
about one-half of the amount allotted 
to commonly termed luxuries and non- 
essentials, but Mr. Kitchin said the al- 
lotted $2,000,000,000 under this head 
would be levied. 

Taxation of tobacco manufacturers 
but not retail dealers, was considered 
by the committee today. . The tobacco 
schedule as adopted provides that six- 
ty days after the passage of the new 
law and thereafter on July 1 of each 
year will be made as follows: Tobac- 
co manufacturers with annual sales not 
exceeding 50,000 pounds, $6 a year; 
50,000 to 100,000 pounds, $12; 100,000 to 
200,000 pounds, $24; all in excess of 
200,000 pounds, 16 cents per thousand 
pounds; cigar manufacturers with an- 
nual sales not exceeding 50,000 cigars, 
$4; mot exceeding 100,000 cigars, $6; 
not exceeding 200,000 cigars, $12: not 
exceeding 400,000, $24; above 400,000, 10 
cents per thousand cigars; cigarette 
manufacturers, including small cigars 
weighing not more than three pounds 
per thousand, 3 cents for every 10,000. 

The special tax on mail order houses 
was Officially estimated as capable of 
yielding several million dollars of rev- 
nue and was adopted with practically 
no opposition. Proposals that a tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent be imposed on 
Sross sales of chain stores and a 5 per 
cent tax be laid on goods manufactured 
by concerns employing child labor, un- 
dertain certain standard ages were re- 
jected. 

A proposal to tax cotton was re- 
jected almost unanimously. Represent- 
ative Moore, of Pennsylvania, proposed 
a tax of $3 per bale, which he contend- 
ed woul produce $33,000,000 a year 
revenue, but its opponents immediately 
suggested tax on grain and anthracite 
and similar articles produced in the 
north. Only Representatives Moore and 
Fairchild, of New York, voted for it. 
Mr. Moore also proposed a tax on dogs, 
which the committee voted down.

Amsterdam, August 1.-—The coming 
of American armies to France and 


.the allies do not frighten Germany, de- 
clares Emperor WilHam in a proclama- 
tion to the German army and navy. 

“Vital forces which are streaming 
across the seas to the enemy,” he said, 
“are being attacked by German sub- 
marines which are certain of success.” 

The emperor in his proclamation, 
which is dated Avgust 1, alluded to the 
successes which the German forces have 
won, the bringing of peace to the east- 
ern front and* the heavy blows dealt 
the allies during the present summer. 
He assured the army and navy that, 
although they are in the midst of the 
hardest struggle of the war, they will 
be victorious. 


The emperor continued: 


“American armies and numerical su- 
periority do not frighten us. It is 
spirit which brings the decision. Prus- 
sian and German history teaches that, 
as well as the course which the cam- 
paign has hitherto taken. .In true com- 
radeship with my army stands my navy. 
In unshakable will to win the victory 
in the struggle with opponents who are 
often superior and despite the united 
efforts of the greatest nayal powers of 
the world, my submarines are sure of 
success. They are tenaciously attack- 
ing and fighting the vital forces whiché 
are streaming across the sea to the 
enemy. 


“Ever ready for battle, the high sea 
forces, in untiring work, guard the 
road for the submarines to the open 
sea and, in union with the defenders 
of the coast. safeguard for them the 
sources of their strength.» 


“Far from hoine the small and heroic 
band of our colonial troops is offering 
brave resistance to a crushingly supe- 
rior force. 


“We remember with reverence. all 
who have given their lives for the 
fatherland. 

“Filled with care for their brothers 
in the field, the people at home are, in 
self-sacrificing devotion, placing their 
entire strength at the service of our 
great cause. We must and shall con- 
tinue the fivht until the enemy’s will to 


destruction is broken. We will make 
every sacrifice and put forth every ef- 


fort to that end. 

“In this spirit the army and the home 
land are inseparably bound ~ together. 
The united stand and unbending will is 
certain to bring victory in the struggle 
for Germany’s right and Gevnuansa 
freedom. 

“God grant it.” 


REDUCTION IN AMOUNT } 
OF U. S. CERTIFICATES 


Washington, August 1.—The fourth 
bi-weekly block of certificates of in- 
debtednésys announced tonight by the 
treasury in anticipation of the fourth 
Liferty loan is for only $500,000,000, in- 
stead of the $750,000,000 planned origi- 
hally as the amount of each issue. The 
reduction which also was made in the 
third block was taken as indicating it 
may be unnecessary to float the $6,000,- 
000,000 of certificates which the treas- 
ury had tentatively arranged to gell, in 
connection with the financing program 
for the fourth Liberty loan, and that 
consequently the amount of the loan 
may be less thAan $6,000,000,000. 

The reason for the reduction of the 
size of the néw issue, it was announc- 
ed, is the fact that all three previous 
issues were oversubscribed and that re- 
ceipts from income and excess profits 
taxes were greater than advanced esti- 
mates. A half billion is only the mint- 
mum of the issue, however, and the 
banks are urged to subscribe on the 
basis of a $750,000,000 issue. 

The certificates will be dated August 
6 and are payable December 6, with in- 
terest at 4% per cent. Subscriptions 
will be received by federal reserve 
banks up to the close of business Au-

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‘IGHER TROLLEY FARES 


Favors Increases Wherever 
Needed to Meet Increased 
; of Oo ti , 


Washington,- August 1.—Wage in- 
creases ranging from 35 to 65 per cent 
were granted to employees of twenty- 
two street and interurban railway com- 
panies operating in sixteen cities in an 
award announced today by the war la- 
bor board. Wages of motormen and 
conductors in the larger cities were 
fixed at from 48 to'50% cents an hour, 
while those of similar’ employees in 
smaller cities and on interurban lines 
at from 38 te 45 cents, with a general 
minimum wage of 43 cents for track- 
men, pitmen, controllers, oilers and 
similar employees. Approximately 50,- 
000 men were affected by the awards. 

Recommendations that the president 
urge enactment of -special: legislation 
which would enable some federal agen- 
cy to “consider the very perilous finan- 
cial ‘condition” of the street railway 
companies of the country, with a view 
to increasing fares wherever warranted 
were made by the board, which de- 
clared this to be a war of necessity. 

Should Forget Past Wrongs. 

Past wrongs of street car companies 
due to  over-capitalization, corrupt 
methods of exorbitant dividends should 
be forgotten, the board declared, and 
“in justice the public should pay an 
adequate war compensation for a serv- 
ice which can not be rendered except 
for war prices” “ 

The awards and recommendations 
were made by former President Taft 
and Frank P. Walsh, joint chairmen of 
the board, after extensive investigation 
during the past two months, during 
which a large number of witnesses and 
great masses of- statistics were exam- 
ined. Controversies between employees 
and 16 other street railway and inter- 
urban companies still are before the 
board, 

The wage increases awarded tod2y | 
were on a sliding scale and varied, be- 
ing based on local conditions and fact» 
peculiar to the individual cases. In 
practically all instances, the awards 
were made retroactive and in all cases 
where employees are compelled to work 
in excess of the period of their regu- 
lar runs, the companies must pay over- 
time on the basis of time and a half, 
which places the employees on the same 
basis with skilled mechanics in gov- 
ernment industries. 

Right to Joint Unions. 

While not going deeply into the ques- 
tion of labor unions, the board.in cases 
where. the right of employees to organ- 
ize has been an issue, ordered chat 
workers be protected in the exercise of 
their right to join trade unions with- 
out fear of molestation by the em- 
loyer. 

é a step to accelerate the method «f 
graduating men from one wage classi- 
fication to another also was taken by 
the board, which arbitrarily fixed the 
limit of apprenticeship on cars at one 
ear. 
. Cases still being considered include 
companies in Memphis, Tenn., Atlanta, 
Ga., Birmingham, Ala. and Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 

President Wilson is understood to 
have declined to act recently on a sug- 
gestion of the war labor board that he 
undertake some drastic’ action to in- 
crease street car fares generally 
throughout the country on the ground 
that the federal government should: not 
shoulder the financial responsibilities 
for thousands of utility projects whose 
needs and nature of service are best 
known locally. 

Persistent reports that President 
Wilson might take over street car lines 
generally and .turn over their opera- 
tion to the railroad administration 
were discredited specifically today by 
high_ officials.

Cartersville, Ga., August 1.—(Special.) 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick, candi- 
date for re-election, spoke to an au- 
dience estimated at 250 people here 
this afternoon. He was introduced by 
Charles M. Milam, cashier of the Bank 
of Cartersville. 

Immediately the senator launched into 
a defense of his record and an exco- 
riation of all those who oppose him. 
He paid his respects to the Georgia 
press and declared the compelling rea- 
son for its opposition his candidacy 
was his fight for the increase in news- 
paper postage rates He defended his 
war votes and declared he was as loyal 
an American as breathed the breath of 
air.
